HIS STORY ON THE STAND

William Colledge, of Wellsville, was 


placed on trial here late yesterday af­ 


ternoon on a ch arg e of having stolen 
a sum of money from the nom e of 
George Noble, w ho has a saloon in 
Wellsville. / 
On account of illness Noble w as un­ 
able to be in his saloon, which Is on 
Third street, betw een Broadway and 
Main street, d uring th e week of Dec­ 
em ber 5, and w as confined to his bed 
in the living a p a rtm e n t in tile saloon 
building. 
On the d ay of the robbery, 
Colledge w as in the saloon of which 
Mrs. Noble was in charge several tim es 
during the day and returned ab o u t 7 
o ’clock in the evening. 
H e inquired 
after Mr. Noble and secured Mrs. No­ 
ble’s permission to go up stairs and 
see him. 
W hile Colledge was in the room No­ 
b le r six-year-old 
(laughter c am e to 
the door In her n ig h t dress saying she 
was sleepy. 
Colledge volunteered to 
put h er to bed and took her to the 
n o m in which sh e slept. 
In^ this 
roo n there was a bureau in which No­ 
ble kept a Ih>x containing money taken 
in during the c u rre n t week and the 
am ount taken in the previous week. 
The bureau d ra w er was partly open 
and Colledge, afte r he had put the 
little one to bed, w ent through 
it, 
took all the paper money, w ent down 
the back way and escaped from the 
houso. 
T he little girl told h er par­ 
ents of Col ledge’s actions and the po­ 
lice were notified and soon had him 
under arrest. 
On i he way to the city jail, Colledge 
drew hts hands from his pockets sev­ 
eral times und throw ing out him arm s 
on either side, said: 
“ W hat Is the 
use in keeping hold of m e? ’ 
W hen 
h t was searched at the Jail $19 was 
found on him and then the officers un­ 
derstood his m an eu v ers on the way to 
the jail and re tu rn in g with a lantern 
found $58 more. 
T he testim ony show ­ 
ed that on the evening of Hie robbery 
» Hedge had borrowed IO cents to buy 
a d ink and 
in th e afternoon was 
hea.d to say that he had no money. 
Noble’s little girl was put on the 
stand as a sta te witness, but clearly 
did not com prehend the nature of an 
oath and was not perm itted to testify. 
The sta te Teated its case soon after 
court convened this m orning and Col- 
iedge then told his story. 
He is in his 
thirtieth y ear and has spent nearly 
all his life In Wellsville. 
He has been 
a painter and paper hanger 16 y. ars. 
Friday evening, Decem ber 4, the even­ 
ing before the alleged robbery, he said 
he had $25 in paper and drew wages 
to the am ount of $0 40 from W illiam 
Lowery, his employer. 
Colledge said 
that for a long tim e he had been a 
frequenter of Noble s saloon and that 
when he (ailed th e r e o n Saturday ev en ­ 
ing D ecem ber 5. Mrs. Noble asked him 
to-go up Stairs and stay with her hus­ 
band a while, Noble being ill from 
the effects of a T hanksgiving spree. 
WL ll*? he was in N oble’s room the lit­ 
tle girl app* ared at the door and said 
she was unable to sleep, as there was 
something in her room. 
Colledge talk ­ 
ed with her a few m oment* and she re-^ 
turned to h er room.

viewed by as N ew s Review reporter. 
Describing th e proposed building, the 
gentlem an said: 
"T h e building will front GO or GS 
feet on F ourth street, and will extend 
back the full depth of the lot, 180 feet. 
E ntering th e building 
from 
F o u rth 
stre et the descent, is gradual and no 
ste p s are encountered as the patron 
proceeds from the stre et to the main 
auditorium . 
T h e lobby will be 18x20 
f e e l and com m unication with a foyer 
by m eans of a series of doors exten d ­ 
ing the full width of the lobby. 
By 
opening these doors the audience is 
perm itted to m ake Its way from the 
balcony and m ain auditorium clear to 
th e street w ith o u t ascending or de­ 
scending a single step, which is to be 
nine feet wide, an e n tra n ce opens at 
eith er side to the balcony. 
Both of 
these stairw ays are wide and easy of 
ascent. 
“Directly on the corner of F ourth 
stre et and M ulberry alley, will be lo­ 
cated the gallery entrance. 
C om m uni­ 
cation with this p art of the building 
is had by m ean s of a wide winding 
stairw ay. 
T he gallery box office will 
be at the bottom of these stairs, and 
on the opposite co rn er of the building 
Is to be co n stru cted an exit, from the 
gallery, corresponding in every p artic­ 
ular with th e entrance, so that per­ 
sons sittin g in this section of the th e­ 
a tre may d e p art both ways, with noth­ 
ing to interfere.

W hile Colledge was in the room No­

d au g h ter cam e to 
the door in her n ight dress saying she 
was sleepy. 
Colledge volunteered to 
put her to bed and took her to the 
room in which sh e slept. 
In this 
roo n there was a bureau in which No 
blo kept a l>ox containing money taken 
in during the c u rre n t week and the 
imount, taken in the previous week 
'The bureau d raw er was partly open 
and Colledge, afte r he had put the 
little one to bed, w ent through 
it 
took all the paper money, w ent down 
the back way and escaped from the 
house. 
T h e little girl brid h er par­ 
ents of Colledge’s actions and the po­ 
lice were notified and soon had him 
under arrest. 
On Die w ay to the city jail, Colledge 
drew his hands from his pockets sev 
oral times and throw ing o u t him arm s 
on either side, said: 
“ W hat is the

he was searched at. the jail $19 was 
found on him and then the officers un­ 
derstood his m aneuvers on the way to 
the jail and returning with a lantern 
found $58 more.

Grimes, formerly cashier of the Min 
go National bank, has been employed 
to make an exam ination of the books 
of the old First N ational hank of Mt 
Pleasant, which w ent out of business 
by the expiration of its ch arter, about 
one year ago. 
The exam ination will 
be made a t the instance of a m ajority 
of stockholders. 
Ic August, 1902, according to the 
stockholders, the financial statem ent 
subm itted to the United States com p­ 
troller of the currency showed $42,000 
of surplus and undivided profits. T hree 
m onths later the last report of the 
hank was filed, and it showed only 
$10,000 in surplus and undivided pro­ 
fits, or a wiping out of $32,000 in th ree 
months. 
This caused consterpation 
among the stockholders rind caused u 
mall run on the bank. 
Before the lasr 
report was flied, I. K. Radcliff, the 
cashier, had resigned, sold his prop­ 
erty and moved to Chicago, and the 
report was m ade up by the new cash­ 
ier, E. B. Jones. 
The shrinkage of 
$32,000 in the surplus funds was ex­ 
plained by the statem ent th a t it rep­ 
resented losses on loans which bad 
been made on w estern real estate, and 
which had occurred several years ago 
but bad b*?en carried on the books sim 
ply as loans. 
L ast tp rin g the directors paid the 
atockholdf rs a 50 per cent dividend 
on their stock, or $87,500. 
N othing 
has been paid since then. 
The 
stockholders 
w ant to 
know 
what became of the $42,000 surplus 
and the rem aining 50 per cent of cap! 
$87,500—which the bank's report 
showed on hand 18 m onths ago. 
The 
directors say that, an exam ination of 
outstanding loans at the tim e tho bank 
w ent out. of business showed m any of 
them to be practically w orthless. Quite 
a num ber of those bad loans were m ade 
on western lands which shrunk in valu 
otlon several years ago. while other 
were near home, one of these being 
$20,000 loan to the defunct Altm an 
Miller company, a t Akron. The stock 
holders them selves accept the sta te ­ 
ment th at the loss of funds was due 
to errors of judgm ent in m aking the 
'oans, but they w ant to know lf these 
•rrors were duo in any way to careless 
ness or neglect on the part of the of 
fleers of the bank.

Mayor 
W eaver and Councilman Bullock of 
the failure of the local street 
c a i 
lines to pay their yearly license of ten 
dollars on each car operated, there 
has been considerable speculation as 
to the am ount of money which is ac­ 
tually owing th e city from this source. 
And this failure on the part of the 
authorities has robbed the city of an 
immense am ount of revenue. Through 
the negligence of some person the 
United Pow er company was never re­ 
quired to pay this annual license of 
$10 on each car it owns. 
Until about 
a week ago the city officials didn’t 
even know th at there was an ordi­ 
nance compelling the two street car 
companies to pay a tax on every car 
This again dem onstrates, as has been 
alm ost constantly shown, the urgent 
need of a new set of codified ordi 
ranees. 
The general railw ay ordinance was 
passed N ovem ber 24. 1896. The United 
Power company has never paid into 
the city treasury one cent of tax on 
even a single car since then. 
C. A. 
Smith, owner of the Rock Springs 
E ast Liverpool line, paid $100 on ten 
ca *■ in 1901. 
H e has not paid one 
cent of tax since then. 
The ordinance 
which has not been enforced is: 
Sec­ 
tion 22 of ordinance No. 508, on file at 
the city auditor’s office: 
“Any street 
car company ow ning or operating any 
street railw ay 
in 
the City of East 
Liverpool shall pay to the city an 
annual license fee of ten ($10) dollars 
for '■■ach car operated by such com­ 
pany. and such license shall in every 
case expire on the 31st day of Janu­ 
ary of each year.

Three 
months later the last report of th* 
hank was filed, and ll showed only 
$10,000 in surplus and undivided pro 
fits, or a wiping out of $32,000 in three 
months. 
This caused consternation 
among the stockholders and caused a 
mall run on the bank. 
Before the last 
report was filed, I. K. Radcliff, the 
cashier, had resigned, sold his prop­ 
erty and moved to Chicago, and the 
report was made tip by the new cash 
ier, E. B. Jones. 
The shrinkage of 
$32,000 In the surplus funds was ex 
plaited by the statement that It rep­ 
resented losses on loans which had 
been math on western real estate, and 
which had occurred several years ago, 
but bad been carried on the books sim­ 
ply as loans. 
Last I pring the directors paid the 
stoekbold* rs a 50 per t ent dividend 
on their stock, or $87,500.

has been paid since then.

and the remaining 50 per cent of capi­ 
tal— $87,500—which the hank's report 
showed on band IS months ago.

Regarding the street car tax the offi­ 


cials will aet on the following ordi­ 


nance. passed November 24, 1896: 


Any street railway company own­ 


ing or operating any street railway 


in the city of East Liverpool, shall 


pay to the city an annual license fee 


of ten dollars ($lb) for each car ope­ 


rated by such company, and such li­ 


cense shall in each case expire on the 


,i ty-first day of January of each 


year. 
The president, or managing of­ 


ficers and secretary of such company 


all on or before the first Monday of 


nruary of eacn year, during the con­ 
tin lance of the contract, furnish tne 
v council with a full and complete 
list of all cars operated by such com­ 
pany, 
and 
such statement shall lie 
edified by the oath of said president 
r managing officer and secretary and 
ne city clerk shall notify every such 
ompany if such requirement. 
Where­ 
upon the city clerk shall collect and 
every company is required to pay to 
aid clerk the annual license fee of 
fen d liars ($10) for each and every 
r operated. 
Any company violating 
the J "ovlsions of this section shall up­ 
on conviction be fined in any sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars ($50). and ten 
dollars ($10) for each and every day 
after being notified to so file and pay 
license.”

Mayor 
Weaver and Councilman Bullock of 
the failure of the local street car 
lines to pay their yearly license of (en 
dollars on each car operated, (h e re 
lias been considerable speculation as 
to the amount of money which is a c ­ 
tually owing the oily from this source. 
And this failure on the part of the 
authorities has robbed the city of an 
immense amount of revenue. Through 
the negligence of some person the 
United Rower company was never re­ 
quired to pay this annual license of 
$10 on each tar it owns. 
Until about 
a week ago the city officials didnt 
even know that 
there was an ordi­ 
nance compelling the two afreet ear 
companies to pay a tax on evt ry car. 
This again demonstrates, as has been 
almost constantly shown, the urgent 
need of a new set of codified ordi­ 
nances. 
The general railway ordinance was 
passed November 24, 1896. The United 
Power company bas never paid into 
the city treasury one cent of tax on 
even a single car since then. 
C. A. 
Smith, owner of the Rock Springs 
East Liverpool line. paid $100 on ten 
en " in 1901. 
He has not paid one 
cent of tax since then. 
The ordinance 
which has not been enforced is: 
Sec­ 
tion 22 of ordinance No. 508, on file at 
the city auditor’s office: 
’’Any street 
ear company owning or operating any 
street railway 
in 
the city of East 
Liverpool shall pay to tho city 
an 
annual license fee of ten ($10) dollars 
for "ach car operated by such com­ 
pany. and such license shall in every 
case expire on the 31st day of Janu­ 
ary of each year.

Whereupon the city clerk shall 
collect and every company is required 
to pay said clerk the annual license 
fee of ten ($10) dollars for each and 
every car operated. * Any company vi­ 
olating any of the provisions of this

shall,

fined In any sum not exceeding fifty 
($30) dollars and ten 
($10) dollars 
for each and every day after being 
notified to so file or pay license.”
